Carfrey said he hoped to 
be back in time to report for his 
shift at 4 P. M. but it was 10 P. M. 
and too late to report for duty 
when he arrived home. 

Carfrey admits that he was ab- 
sent without leave and that on two 
other occasions he has been a few 
minutes late reporting on duty. On 
the previous occasions when he 
was late Carfrey was docked. 

Carfrey thinks he . should have 
been given a chance to resign be- 
cause of the circumstances.

Commitments to the Montgom- 
ery County Prison during 1943 
numbered 784. a decrease of 422 
over the previous year, and the 
lowest number of commitments 



since 1922, the annual report of 
the Board of Prison inspectors 
shows. 

The daily average number of in- 
mates for 1943 was 78. including 
Federal prisoners. Although the 
Montgomery County Prison has 
been on the approved list for the 
incarceration of Federal prisoners 
for some time, last year was the 
first time that it has been so util 
ized by the Department of Jus- 
tice. 

The total cost of operation of 
the Prison and Prison Farm for 
the year amounted to $55,300.24. 
All expenses connected with the 
Prison Farm totaled Sll.388.66 
while receipts from the Farm, were 
$15,042.43, leaving a net gain of 
$3,653.77 in operation of the Farm. 

"The Medical Department makes 
a thorough physical examination 
of every person committed to 
Prison," the report states. "A 
Wasserman test is required and 
treatment is given when neces- 
sary. All venereal diseases are 
treated by modern methods. Den- 
tal care is also given when re- 
quired." 

Thirty-seven mental examina- 
tions were made by the Prison 
Psychiatrist and 19 prisoners were 
committed to mental hospitals. 

Of the 784 persons committed 
during the year. 51 were women 
and 733 men. Their status was 
reported as follows: trial. 268: 
further hearing. 214: summary 
convictions, 201: costs. 29, and 
convicts. 72.
